The faid Regula- 
tion is drawn up in the Form of a laft Wii), the 
Contents of which are faid to be as follow: He 
eftablifhes the Emperour and the King of France, 
Executora of his lait Will 5 he gives Inftruétions to 
the feverai Offices, who are to communicate every 
_ thing to the Czarina ; he appoints Admiral Count 
Apraxin Captain General of his Navy, and affigns 
to the feveral Generals their refpe€tive Potts, on 
Condition however not to undertake any thing 
without Orders from the Regency. It is faid bis 
Czarifh Majefty orders in that Regulation, not to 
lay afide the Defign of joyning the River Wolga 
with the the Lake Ladoga ; to ftrengthen the For- 
tifications of the Frontier Places, particularly of 
Wiburg, Petersbourg, Revel, and Kioff ; that all 
the Foreign Families who have fettled in Ruffia, 
be confirmed in the Poffeflion of their Privileges ; 
and laftly, that after the Czar’s Death, the Gover- 
nouts of the feveral Provinces of his Dominions 
fhall be acquainted who is the Prince that fhali fuc- 
ceed him on the Throne. 

Dantzick, Dec. 30. We hear from Warfaw, 
that the Palatine of Mazovia is fet out for Peters- 
bourg, by exprefs Order of the King of Poland, 
taking the Route of Tykoczin. 

Vienna, Dec.27. An Exprefs has been difpatch-

That whereas the Interceffions made during fome 
Time by the Proteftant Powers at the EleCoral 
Court, in Behalf of the Reformed in this Country, 
have been hitherto of no Effcét, and that on the 
contrary, the Infractions of the Treaties, and the 
Religious Grievances continue and increafe every 
Day 5 his Highnefs the Landgrave of Heffe Caffei 
finds himfelf obliged, being required to it by the. 
Proteftant Body at Ratisbon, to! aé& in Concert in 
this Affair with their Britannick and Prafflan Ma- 
jefties, and their High Mightineffes the States Ge- 
neral ; and that contormably to the Meafures taken 
by the faid Powers, his Highnefs has ordered the 
Roman Catholick Churches of St. Goar, Nafttde, 
and Langen Schwalbach, in the Lower County of 
Catzenelbogen, to be fhut up. The faid Minifter 
at the fame time declated, that his Highnefs will 
reftore thofe Churches, as foon as the Violences in 
the Palatinate fhall ceafe, and the Reformed be re- 
eftablifhed, in Conformity to the Treaties of 
Peace.
